Autocracy at Work 


Sturgeon Hospital district #100 was established in 
June of 1965, following representations to the Minister 
ef Health from various bodies, for a one-hundred and 
fifty bed hospital to serve this area, This would be reas- 
onably adequate for the area, using the general yardstick 
in the province of 5,5 beds per thousand people in the 
area served, (Our district embraces St, Albert and all 
of M, D, Sturgeon except asmall portionon the Eastern 
boundary which is in Fort Saskatchewan district), Accor- 
ding to this yardstick the PRESENT population of this 
hospital district, about 27,000, requires 148 beds (55 for 
St. Albert alone), 

A 50-bed standard-plan hospital was approved by the 
1965 Order-in-Council, which specified that it was to be 
built on the north side of the river in St, Albert, 

The Board appealed this order in July, asking for a 
minimum of 150 beds, For over two months they heard 
nothing! Then the appeal was refused - no reasonwas 
given, After further consultation and discussion the 
Hospital Board appealed again on Oct, 25 fora minimum 
of 150 beds, 

Two and one-half months later, on January 12 the 
Department of Health approved a 100-bed hospital, to 
incorporate in the planning provision for diagnostic 
facilities and services to handle up to 300 beds, when 
the time came that such facilities would be needed, 

The Sturgeon Hospital Board were delighted with this 
decision and began work at once on the prelim'nary 
sketch plans, Designing such a structure offered a 
stimulating challenge to the Board and the Architects, 
A capable and extremely well qualified hospital admin- 
istrator was hired in June, 

Over eight months schematic drawings for the new 
hospital were carefully planned and prepared - bearing 
in mind the needs of the area to be served and the type 
of design which would lend itself most efficiently to 
future expansion according to the Directive from the 
Minister, 

During this period each step of the planning was 
described in detail in Board minutes and Building 
Committee minutes, and coples of these minutes were 
forwarded monthly to the Minister of Health, At times 
these amounted to ten foolscap pages of single-spaced 
typewritten information, Thus the Minister was at all 
times fully conversant with the progress being made, No 
word or advice of any kind was heard from Dr, Ross or 
his staff during this period, giving reason to believe 
that good progress, in line with the Department's thinking 
was being made, 

The completed schematic plans were sent in to the 
Department August 9 together with a request for an 
appointment for the Board to meet with Dr, Ross for 
discussion on August 16, providing an oppcrtunity for 
him to review the completed package in the interval, 

Following the August 16th meeting the Board had no 
word for five weeks, On September 13 they received 
word from Dr, Ross to build a 100-bed hospital and to 
make no provision whatsoever for future expansion! 

Such irresponsible and irrational behaviouron the part 
of the Minister of Health is almost beyond belief, 

Imagine the chagrin and bitter disappointment of the 
Hospital Board members and the architects, Their 
munths of painstaking work, countless meetings and 
discussion had been supported by the exciting challenge 
of doing a big job well, andthe fact that their work would 
produce a hospital well suited to the needs of the area, 
Suddenly - without warning - the plan is scrapped! 

The Board met and decided it was in the best interest 
of the community to go along with the Department's dec- 
ision, and new schematic plans for a100-bed no-expansion 
structure were submitted Novem er 23, 

Why did Dr, Ross renage on his directive of January to 
our Hospital Board? Why did he wait until 5 weeks after 
receiving the completed schematic plans to do so? 
Surely the people of this hospital district are entitled to 
an explanation, 

Uf we were living under atyrannical dictatorship having 
the known attitude ‘‘Let the Public go hang’’, the methods 
used by Dr, Ross would be understandable,

100 Years Ago, 
SAM CUNNINGHAM 


Much more than acentury 
ago ~ in 1849 to be exact -

due course, Sam took up the 
river lot next to his father’s 
on the Sturgeon River, There 
his old log cabin stands to 
this day,

instrumental in laying out 
the route of the Edmonton 
Trail - or the St, albert 
Trail, if you started at the 
other end of it, Later, of 
course, it was to receive 
the unromantic designation 
of Highway No, 2,

During the Riel Rebellion 
of 1885, he was Captain of 
the St, Albert Militia, and as 
such rode off to protect the 
important centre of Lac La 
Biche, which has paid fitting 
tribute toits early defenders 
Nor was this the end of his 
journeyings, In 1914 he 
moved to the metropolis of 
the Peace River country and 
headquarters of the Roman 
Catholic diocese, the thriv- 
ing town of Grouard, Like 
most others, he anticipated 
that the Edmonton Dunvegan 
and British Columbia railway 
(today the NAR) would go 


through Grouard, But it 
didn’t, and the boom town of 
Grouard collapsed like a 
punctured balloon, 

Sam's son's wife, inter 
estingly enough, was none 
other than Justine Pagee, 
the granddaughter of Gabriel 
Dumont, Riel’s military 
leader, Surely this was an 
indication that the hostilities

million bushels of grain,

Grade 1X exams are writ- 
ten by over 20,000 students 
in Alberta annually, The 
results of these exams, ac- 
cording to studies are the 
best known predictors of the 
probable degree of students’ 
success in high school, 
Therefore they are used to 
chart a student’s program 


at the beginning of high 
school, What the Grade 1X 
results tell the parent and 
the teacher should be the 
basis on which the Grade X 
program is developed, 

The Grade 1X report re- 
ceived from the Department 
of Education e the letter 
gradings D, C, B, A, 
For every seis 100 stu- 
dents this should be their 
distribution: 


Grading D Cc B A H

Thus a grading of ‘‘C"’
